‘serviced by |.D. Wholesalers. Since these comics ar- 
en't handied by Curtis, they don't need the funny fittie 
numbers and can't carry the Curtis seal — hence the 
artful diamond design. which so beautifully sets off 
the remaining info. Clever, huh? That's the scoop. 

, Some collectors were worned that 
the one type might be less valuable as coliectabies 
than the other type, or that the littie boxes covers 
were “reprint” or vice versa. Well, how much our com- 
ics are worth as collectors’ items really is up to you 
guys. Only in the marketplace can the value of a col- 
lectable be determined. We can teil you that the com- 
ics with both types of covers are printed at the same 
time, on the same presses, that neither type is a “Te- 
print” of the other, and that except for the cover mark- 
ings, the comics are identical in every way. All clear?
